eAt Edinburgh, the fir, day of Fel 
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D Ur Soveraign Tord cn ſidering that ehe publick contempt ok, and dil⸗ 
d obedience to, lawfull Authozity, though covered with the moſt ſpecious 
pꝛetexts) is alwayes accompanied with great con fuſons and pꝛovoca⸗ 
tions, to the diſhonon of G DO D and ruine of the ſeople; And that 
ww thereby occaſion is offered to wicked and ill affected perons, of all ſozts, 

upon one pꝛetence oz other, to ſubvert Religion, andiervert the Duty 
and Nllegtanceof the Subjects; Whereof there be tooſad evidence, by 
the increaſe of Popery, and th: uumber of Jeſuits, Pꝛiels, and Papiſts ; 
which have of late, and do now abound in this Kingdoi, in far greater 
numbers then ever they did under the Goverament o his Majeſties 
Nopal Father and Grand-Father, of bleſſed memoꝛp. Ind his Majeſty 
being deftcous to trace theſe his Royal Anceſtozs, by a due and vicorons proſecutiexot theſe many 
excellent Laws made by them, agatuſt the ſaying or Mets, and ce ay and viiet of Jeſuits, 
Semmarp and Mels Pzieſts, and trafficking Papiſts, within this Kingdom: Doch therekoze, 
with advice and conſent of His Sſtates of Parliament, command and charge al, and ſundzr 
Jeſuits, Pꝛieſts and trafficking Papiſts, that none of them pꝛelume hereafter toſiy Mels with⸗ 
in this Kingdom; And that within a moneth after publication hereof , they remode koꝛth ok the 
Kingdom, under the pain ok death: And ſiclike, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent fo2eſatd, dot 
command, charge, and inhibite all his Majeſttes Subjects, of what quality oz degee ſoever, that 
none of them pꝛelume to hear Mels, noꝛ reſſet, ſupply, entertain, furniſh meat nozdzink, noꝛ keep 
intelligence noꝛ coꝛreſpondence with any Pꝛieſts, Jeſuits oz trafficking Papiſts, under the pains 
contained in the Laws and Acts of Parliament made in that behalf. And to the end that this Act 
map receive the moꝛe exact obediente and pꝛoſecution, His Majeſty, with advice andconſent fozeſaid, 
doth hereby command all Sheriffs of Shires and their Deputs, all Magiſtrates of Burghs, and 
other publick Miniſters of the Laws, to make exact enquiry and ſcarch in their ſeveral bounds 
and juriſdictions , and to appzehendall ſuch Jeſuits, Pateſts, oꝛ traffickingPapilts, as they (hall 
find within the ſame, after the laſt day of March next to come; and to commit them to the next lure 
Pꝛiſon, there to remain till they receive due puniſhment, accoꝛding to the Laws ; And allo, that 
with all poſſible diligence, they ſend in to the Parliament, oz in caſe of their not ſitting, to his Ma⸗ 
jeſties Pꝛivy⸗Council, the liſt of all ſuch perlons within their bounds, as are known, oꝛ ſuſpected 
to be Papiſts; that courle may be taken with them, confozm to the Laws of the Kingdom: 
And hereof, the Sheriffs and Yagtſtrczes, and their Deputs are to take ſpecial notice, as they 
will be anſwerable at their higheſt peril: Likeas, his Majeſty conſidering how dangerous it is 
that Childꝛen be educat by perſons popiſhly affected, do therefoze , with advice and conſent fo2e- 
ſaid, appoint that childzen under popilh Parents, Tutozs 92 Curatoꝛs ſhall be taken from 
them, and committed to the education of ſome well affected and religious friend, at the ſight and 
by oꝛder of his Majeſties Pꝛivy⸗ Council: And oꝛnains publication hereof to be made at the Mer- 
cat Croſs of Edinburgh, andat the Mercat Croſſesof all the Royal Burroughs within this King⸗ 
dom, where⸗thꝛoͤugh none of His Majeſties Subjects may pꝛetend ignoꝛante of the ſame, 
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
